No trace was found of a stone or any of the original bearing trees. The origin of the pipe is unknown. An undated 
and unsigned plat of Section 33 on file in the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office depicts an IP set 160.62 feet of the 
Lawrence County Harrison Monument, but no pipe was found at that location. The found pipe was accepted by 
Michael Arena in 1995 and is witnessed on a 1998 Lawrence County Monument Record. The pipe fits well with

UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 

@ = Variances in the Monumentation: Without a chain of records to prove the perpetuation of the original wood post, it 
is impossible to know how the monument found at this corner relates to the original location. Therefore, the 
uncertainty cannot be determined. 

e Discrepancies in the Documents: 32.4’ 

e Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: Wire fence observed 16.5 feet north 

e Theoretical Uncertainty (Random Errors in Measurement): The Relative Positional Accuracy of this survey is within the 
specifications for an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as defined in IAC 865. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. Stone mounds should be placed around 
monuments when stones are readily available.

A Monroe County Survey Marker sign was nailed 4.5 feet above grade to the east side of a 7” treated wood post on 
the west side of the pipe with fence extending to the south.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: Describe equipment, date, and personnel used to collect coordinates, datum, epoch, geoid 
and zone. The basis of bearings is Grid North System NAD83(2011])/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, 
geoid18b_conus.db3, US Survey Feet. This project was referenced to the National Spatial Reference System CORS 
network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post-process static observations 
collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from static, RTPK, or RTK 
GNSS observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points 
established by GNSS observations. 


WITNESS MONUMENT TIES: Describe at least three new BT's and/or witness objects established or work done to preserve 
existing evidence.

All ties to BT's should be a magnetic nail and washer (state what kind) set in a hack mark at root crown (less than 12” above ground) 
perpendicular to center of tree unless otherwise noted.

A %” rebar with a yellow plastic cap stamped “ARENA S0242” was found 0.2 
feet below grade SOUTH 2.8 feet from the Harrison Monument. The rebar has 
also been accepted as the North % Corner of Section 4 on some surveys. 

Notes: Distances to witness ties were measured with a 100-foot steel tape. Bearings to witness ties were collected with 
the internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to Grid North. Bearings to 
witness ties are approximately shown hereon for reference. Priority should be given to provided distances over 
bearings. Witness D was measured with RTK.
